ly seven years Secretary of the In- 
terior. The necessity that, after 


twenty-one years of public life, he. 


must “think of other duties” was 
the reason given by Mr. Lane for 
his withdrawal, and in reply Mr. 
Wilson wrote he hoped “your future 
career will be as full of honorable 
success as your past."’ 

Mr. Lane’s resignation wag sub- 
mitted last Thursday, his letter 
shows, but it had heen known for 
many weeks he intended this action 
as soon as President Wilson could 
Spare him. In discussion today of 
his probable successor, Alexander T. 


Vogelsang, also of California, was. 


mentioned. Secretary Lane's letter 
follows: 

“My dear Mr. President: 

“It is with deep regret that I feel 
compelled to resign the commission 
with which you saw fit to honor me 
by appointing me to a place in your 
Cabinet, now almost seven years ago. 
If it will meet your convenience I 
would suggest that I be permitted 
to retire on March 1. 

SERVED TWENTY-ONE YEARS. 

“With the conditions which make 
this step necessary you are familiar. 
I have served the public for twenty- 
one years, and that service appeals 
to Me as none other can, but I must 


s,;now think of other duties. 


“The programme of administra- 
tion and legislation looking to the 
development of our resources which 
I have suggested from time to time 
is now in large part in effect, or soon 
will come into effect through action 
of Congress. 

“T return this department into 
your hands with very real gratitude 
that you gave me the opportunity 
to know well a working force hold- 
Ing sO Many men and women of 
sipgular ability and rare spirit. s 

‘I trust that you may soon be so 
completely restored to health that 
the country and the world may have 
the benefit of the full measure of 
your strength in the leadership of 
their affairs. The discouragements 
of the present are, I believe, only 
temporary. The country knows that 
for America to stand outside the 
League of Nations will bring neither 
oride to us nor confidence to the

THROOP COLLEGE TOLD. 


— 


Inspiring Building and Educational 
Programme Limned in Detail at 
Notable Crown City Dinner. 


William Cc. Hunt was the host at 
a notable dinner last night at the 
Valley Hunt Club, Pasadena, in 
honor of the president and the 
trustees of Throop College of Tech- 
nology. Seventy prominent and in- 
fluential men of Southern Califor- 
nia were present and heard Presi- 
dent Scherer and other speakers 
outMine for the first time plans of 
the trustees for the future develop- 
ment of the college. 

The dinner was further notable 
because of the presence of three 
leading scientists, all of whom are 
connected with the college. They 
are Dr. Arthur A. Noyes, who has 
just severed a connection of many 
years with the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology to give his en- 
tire time to Throop ag director of 
chemistry and chemical research? 
Dr. Robert A. Millikan, who won 
world fame through his researches 
on the nature of the electron and 
who has ee to Throop as director 


of physic research, under a CO- 
operative arrangement with the 
University of Chicago, and Dr. 


George F. Hale, director of the Mt. 
Wilson Solar Observatory and a 
trustee of the college, who, with 
President Scherer, is largely re- 
eponsible for its educational pro- 


gramme. 
President Scherer, presented by 
Mr. Baker, was the toastmaster at 


last night’s dinner. He told some- 
thing of the inspiring history of the 
institution and of how the begin- 
nings of a substantial realization of 
the purpose to build up an interna- 
tional reputation are seen in an en- 
roliment of 365 students, in the gift 
of $1,000,000 by an anonymous 
donor for endowment on condition 
that another $1,000,000 be raised;

Dr. Noyes spoke most interest- 
ingly on “Why I Came to Throop.” 
Paying high tribute to the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, he 
said, “In the language of the old 
West, We will see the Massachu- 
wetts Institute and go it one better.” 
and explained this by adding that 
“there is a chance to develop a new 
type of scientific and technological 
school in which the main emphasis 
is placed on research and on the 
quality of the human output, rather 
than on quantity.” 

Dr. Millikan next responded to 
the toast, “Threop’s Opportunity.” 
His addrees included a_ striking 
statement with reference 40 oppor- 
tunities for research in aeronautics, 
for which a well-equipped labora- 
tory has been established at the col- 
lege. The possibilities in thie field 
seem to him, said Dr. Millikan. to 
be as large at Throop as at any 
place in the United States. 

Throop educational. plans and 
architectural plans for the campts 
as made by Bertram G. Goodhue of 
New York, architect of the San 
Diego exposition In 1915, were dis- 
cussed by Dr, Hale.

The Big Stock Sales. 


E live-stock industry in Southern Cali- 

fornia was unquestionably given a real 
impetus the last week in January by the 
series of notable public sales held at four of 
Los Angeles county’s best known stock 
establishments. The sales themselves were 
revelations, drawing good crowds and show- 
ing high averages, and they certainly were 
indicative of the tremendous interest that 
is being developed in live stock in this part 
of the country. The auctions set good values 
for the year on Southern California animals, 
causing them to show up most favorably in 
this respect by comparison with importa- 
tions from the East. The best result of all, 
from the point of view_of the section at 
large was that as a consequence of the heavy 
buying, foundation stock of high quality has 
been distributed around over the Southland, 
to strengthen and build up a great number of 
herds. And last, but not least in point of 
local interest, the sales demonstrated that 
Southern California is finally coming to be 
as great a factor as any other part of the 
West in certain phases of the live-stock in 
dustry. 


In fact, this section may now be said to be 
the center of the Duroe hog business on the 
Pacific Coast. Developments of recent years 
have pointed that way and one at least of 
the great sales of the past week clinched 
it. No other such hog sale ag that of the 
Diamond Bar Ranch at Spadra on January 
28 has ever been held in California. It beat 


them all in attendance and in the average | 


price for sows and gilts changing hands. The 
record made by the Winsor Ranch of Bonita 
at its sale of the day after was but a little 
behind the Diamond Bar's.

GROWERS IN A QUANDARY OVER 


TURNING UNDER OF COVER CROPS. } 


BY ROBERT W. HODGSON. 


orchards will soon be under way. Many 

citrus growers, however, and particular- 
ly those who planted winter cover crops last 
fall are now finding themselves in consider- 
able of a dilenima regarding the tme of 
turning under the cover crop. Conditions 
quite generally this seasun have not been 
especially favorable for the cover crop. A 
considerable amount of cool weather and 
lack of well-distributed rain-a!!l as well as 
other factofs not so well understood have 
worked to prevent much in the way of de 
velopment of tonnage. And to make the 
matter worse,* the usual large number of 
growers have been satisfied to merely sow 
the seed and leave the rest to old Mother 
Nature, and have fallen far short of what 
might have been accomplished by failing to 
adequately irrigate the cover crop, always 
awaiting a long expected rain which failed 
to materialize in time to prevent consider- 
able retardation to the young plants. The 
result is that at the present time, in all 
too many cases, the cover crop is but.fairly 
started and is still awaiting good growing 
weather to make any considerable tonnage. 
In his anxiety to permit the cover crop to 
make a larger growth many a grower is now 
sorely tempted to put off turning it under 
until more tonnage has been grown. Others,

HE inauguration of national prohibition 

has given considerable comfort to at 

least a certain number of California 
lemon growers who see an opportunity 
therein for an increased use of lemons in 
satisfying the thirst of the American public. 
Whether prohibition will result in an in- 
crease in lemon consumption is still an open 
question, the answer to which time alone 
will reveal. If it be acid, however, that 
the average American system craves, then 
by the same token there should soon be a 
decided revival of lime culture in Florida 
and California. Be that as it may, however, 
with the increased interest now being mani-

These were principally of a sour 
Mexican sort and grown almost entirely in 
the form of hedges surroundnig the. older 
orchards. A portion of such a hedge is 
still to be found on the famous old Kenneloa 
ranch high up on the foothiils of the, Sierra 
Madres behind Lamanda Park. Old orchard- 
ists state that the main reasons why these 
hedges were done away with were two— 
they proved too tender for most localities 
and were constantly being frosted back and 
they became so infested with black scale as 
to become serious sources of reinfestation 
for the orchards about which they were 
planted. No satisfactory method of fumi- 
gating or spraying them being available, 
about all that could be done when they be- 
came badly infested was to pull them out. 
Two other sorts of limes are still to be 
found grown for home use on a very limited 
scale, the Sour Lime of West Indian origin, 
and the Rangpur, or Igdian lime. This 
latter variety, which comes from India, is 
stated to be rather more hardy than other 
limes, being about in the same 


None of these sorts are of superior 
ity, however, as is the most recent to

fearing that plowing it down too close to the 
blooming period may be prejudical to the 
set of the fruits. have been led to turn it 
under before this time, saerificing tonnage 
rather than running any risks. 

This season has been an exceptionally 
ood one to demonstrate the factors neces- 
sary for the successful growing of a winter 
cover crop. While in no case yet has the 
writer seen cover crops this season which 
measure up to what they usually are in a 
normal year, still in his travels he has run 
across some very satisfactory cover crops. 
And in every case the good cover crops were 
planted early—in September—which empha- 
sizes the value of early planting in order to 
get tonnage. At least five months are neces- 
sary to insure success with melilotus as a 
winter cover crop, a fact not sufficiently ree- 
ognized by citrus growers in the past. And 
in every case, in addition to being planted 
early, the successful cover crop has 
regularly and consistently irrigated, - irre 
spective of weather conditions. If a grow- 
er desires to grow a cover crop at all, it 
would seem folly to undertake it unless he 
intends to do everything possible to insure 
its success. While in certain seasons he 
may make it all right without much irriga- 
tion, on the average he won’t. Some of the 
best cover crops seen by the writer this sea- 
son have been volunteer crops or weedy 


crops in which wild mustard, oats, barley, 


filaree, and malva predominate. While such 
crops undoubtedly do not give the same 
value as equal tonnages of melilotus or 
vetch they do furnish organic matter, which 
is probably the most important element after 
all. Special care must be taken in handling 
these crops however, as certain of them 
mature quite early, particularly mustard, 
oats and malva. Such crops should be 
turned under immediately before becoming 
tough and woody. 


DEPENDS ON GROWER. 


One often hears the statement, “Well, : 


they may be able to grow cover crops on 
certain types of so‘!s, but it can’t be done 
on miae.”

INCREASING BUTTER OUTPUT. 


“REDLANDS.—Great interest is being 
taken among the dairies of this section in 
the monthly cow testing reports of Edward 
Bahler, the county tester. A rivalry has 
sprung up among the dairymen as to pro- 
duction and general averages of the herds. 
During the past month the outstanding fea- 
ture of the report was the lead taken by 
Mrs. A. A. Goettinges’s herd of Guernseys 


averaged 30 pounds of butter fat during 


were second with 26.93 pounds for 78 cows. 
P. Farrell, of Ontario, was third with 25.01 
for 59 cows. Guy Dunlap, of San Bernar- 
dino, continued in the lead with herds un- 
der 50 cows, increasing his average to 
43.47 pounds per cow for 30 days. Charles 
Cochran, of Redlands, was second with an 
average of 34.93. The highest average for 
an individual cow went to P. Farrell, with 
a thirty-day milk production of 1320 pounds, 
testing 5.8 per cent. for a total butter fat 
production of 76.56 pounds. Mr. Bahler 
tested 759 cows during December, and of 
this number over 80 gave more than 40 
pounds of butter fat.. This number of high 
producers is a source of real gratification to 
those who have heen working so hard to 
increase the efficiency of herds. They be- 
lieve that by keeping everlastingly at it a 
much greater production can be obtained, 
and the producer and consumer both bene- 
fited. 


NAVELS RUNNING SMALL. 


MENTONE.—There will be a shortage in 
the local orance crop this year, as com- 
pared with last year, but it will not be due to 
less oranges grown except in the crop of 
Valencias. The shortage in boxes shipped 
will be due to the fact that the Washington 
mavels are running to smaller sizes than 
usual. It is believed by the growers that 
this was caused by the cool weather in the 
early fall. The. fruit is of the very finest 
quality, and while the market’has uot been 
as high as was expected, there was no nec- 
essity of rushing shipments, and most of 
the fruit was held for better prices.

chicks come through with more vitality and 
better digestive organs than is possible with 
mash-fed chicks. 

At the age of three weeks, as chicks be- 
gin to feather on the back and wings, the 
feeding system should be Instead 
of chick food, give a mixed grain feed three 
times a day. Two parts of chick cracied 
corn, two parts sifted cracked wheat, ‘one 


part of hulled cracked oats, one part of 


cracked milo or Egyptian corn, makes a 
good ration. Oyster shell, charcoal and beef 
scrap should be increased about one-half in 
quantity. This grain is: best fed in from 
two to three inches of cut straw or litter to 
keep the chicks busy and help prevent toe 
picking, etc. A slight increase in the 
quantity of the beef scrap fed will often 
remedy toe-picking. Plenty of greens should 
be fed at all times; keep the chicks busy 
with greens and they will not have time to 


acquire bad habits. 


‘As soon as chicks are large enough to 
detefmine sex, the males should be sepa- 
rated from the females. This because it is 
desirable to feed them different rations and 
also to keep the cockerels from worrying the 
pullets. Feed the pullets a wet or moist 
mash, just wet enough to be crumbly.

1 part wheat middlings. 

1 part feed (corn) meal. 

1 part steamed alfalfa or clover mea) cut 
fine.

INFANCY TO MATURITY. 


The best investment you can make when 
starting chicks with a mother hen is a brood 
coop with two compartments, one with 
slatted front for the hen so that the chicks 
can pass freely to the outer compartment 
for food, water and exercise. This will avoid 
losses caused by the hen scratching and 
stepping upon the little chicks during the 
first few days. It also prevents the hen 
from spilling the water and scratching the 
food around. 


Place feed, water and grit on a board 
fn the chick compartment within reach of 
the hen. Rolled breakfast oats, crushed in 
the hand, are very good for the first two or 
three days, then add gradually a little good 
commercial chick grain, until at tne end of 
a week you are feediug all chick grain for 
the grain food. 

If you have no regular brooder house, 
take great care in selecting a suitable clean, 
warm place for the little chicks that are to 
be brooded artificially. They need warmth, 
sunshine and tresh air, and must be kept 
away from direct draughts. See that the 
floor is well covered with_an inch or more 
of cut litter. 
beards. If the floora is at all damp cover 
with a piece of tar paper. Provide each 
brood with a two-piece drinking fountain 
and a feeding board two feet long and about 
six inches wide. Also enclose a small 
space around the hover with tar paper, wire 
netting, or shakes. This will teach the 
chicks to go under the hover when chilled 
and prevent their wandering too far away. 
After the first three or four days remove 
this obstruction, giving the chicks more 
Sange. 

Just outside of the colony coop of the 
brooder house, arrange covered wire runs 
or yards: fresh air, dryness and sunlight 
are just as essential tothe health and growth 
of good chicks as is the food consumed. 

Chicks should generally be removed from 
the incubator twenty-four to forty-eight 
hours after the hatch ig completed. Having 
been given time to thoroughly dry off, move 
the chicks in the warmest part of the day 
and use great care to prevent their being 


chilld while being moved from the incubator | Ht 


to the brooder. The brooder should be 
heated to a temperature of from 982 deg., 
never over 100 degs. After the first week 
reduce the temperature to 90 to 92 and after 
this to 85 to 90 until chicks are fully 
feathered .out or weather will permit of 
moving to colony coops. 
THE FIRST FEEDING. 

For the first feeding, sprinkle fine grit on 
feeding board and allow the thirty-six to 
forty-eight-hour-old chicks to eat this in or- 
der that the gizzard may be well filled with 
grit and be in good grinding condition for 
the first feeding. A little later fil the drink- 
tng fountain with water of about 70 deg., 
and at about forty-eight hours of age the 
chicks should be fed rolled breakfast oats, 
crushed in the hands. This should be 
sprinkled on the feed board and given every 
- two or three hours for the first two days. 
Give no other food during this time and only 


this in quantities that the chicks will eat up|’ 


clean in from ten to fifteen minutes. They 
will need no other food as they are still 
partly nourished from the yolk of the egg. 
which is not fully absorbed for from four to 
five days. 

If chicks are properly hatched, too heavy 
early feeding should be avoided. If the 
chicks never become chilled or overheated, 
you will have no trouble with white 
diarrhoea and kindred troubles. We have

\course highly undesirable. 

‘ Second, and until more recently not recog- 
nized as of very great importance, citrus [ 
growers are coming more and more to be- 
lieve that the less disturbance or shock the 
trees be given just prior to, during, and im- 
med ately following the blooming period, the 
better aré the chances for a heavy set of 
fruit. At this critical period the trees and 
particularly certain varieties are in a deli- 
eate condition of balance, any disturbance 
to which is decidedly prejudicial to the set 
of the fruit. For this reason, any practice 
Which is calculated to shock the trees or 
disturb this balance is undesirable, and 
turning under the cover crop at this time 
certainly constitutes such a practice. By 
suddenly reducing the water absorbing area, 
turning under the cover crop at the blooming 
period may result in actual drought-for the 
young fruits, particularly if hot, dry atmos 
pheric conditions prevail, as they frequently 
do. _ Every grower well knows that such a 
condition is extremely prejudicial to a heavy 
set of fruit and calculated to induce a 
heavy “June drop.” 

The third fact of great importance to 


turn under the cover crop has ref- 
erence to conditions which may occur when 
the moisture content of the soil reaches a 
point where not sufficient is present for both 
trees and cover crop. Under these con- 
ditions, and particularly apt to be accentu- 
ated at the time the cover crop is maturing, 
the trees are certain to receive the Pye 
of it, the cover crop besting them in 
competition for water. 
Bearing these facts in mind a grower can 
decide for himself just how.late he can af- 
ford to let his cover crop go. For instance, 
if he wishes to let it grow to tonnage, and 
many will be tempted to do so this season, 
he must be prepared to supply irrigation 
water in large amounts. And if he allows. 
it to go until near the blooming time, he had 
probably best do no more than a light 
discing until the critical period ié well over, 
taking care to keep the trees well supplied 
with water in the meantime. Again, if he 
does not have much surplus water and 
wishes to run no risk of allowing the cover 
crop to compete with the trees, he had best 


necessary in order to rot the crop. 
THE DEPTH QUESTION. 


Very frequently one hears the question 
asked, “How deep shall I plow down my 
cover crop?” Fundamentally, this probably 
has-to do with the depth of the feeding 
roots more than any other factor. It is, of 
course, very desirable that the cover crop 
decay in the immediate vicinity of the feed- 
ing roots as otherwise much available plant 
food may be lost by being locked up in the 
cultivated area. If one has used cultural 
methods calculated to induce deep rooting of 
the feediag roots it is probably not only safe 
but desirable to plow down the cover crop 
rather deep. If the feeding roots are near 
the surface, however, it may be unsafe to 


plow deep, especially if near the blooming 


period, because of the danger of causing 
shock to the trees at this time. If plowing 
is done rather early, or if one waits until 
the fruits are firmly “set,” it may be done 


trees have ample time to recover from any 
shock before they come into blooming and in 
the latter, shock of this kind is no longer 
sufficient to cause shedding of the fruits. 
Little can be said in a definite way re- 
garding the relative advantages of discing 
as against plowing. One grower plows, 


the heavier clayey soils, some growers com- 
plain about the formation of a hard compact 
layer just under the area cultivated [follow- 
ing the use of the disc. On sandy or light 
soils, however, the use of the disc is quite 
generally satisfactory. The results ob 
tained from the use of any tool, of course, 
depend somewhat upon the combination of 
other cultural practices, such as the manner 
of irrigation, condition of soi] when worked, 
the depth worked and so cn, which makes 
it extremely difficult to check up on the 
results obtained from the use of any par- 
ticular tool as compared to another. After 
all, the question as to what tool to use is 
largely a question of personal preference, 


NO PHYLLOXERA HERE.

LANCASTER.—For the purpose of laying 
out a number of experimental test plots for 
cotton raising, Farm Advisers Hodgson and 
Gordon of the Los Angeles office spent a 
few days recently in the valley.

through the valley to look over these plant- 
ings during the summer. . 

Considerable interest in locating a cream- 
ery at Lancaster is evident, as several com- 
panies are now considering the proposition. 
Relatively cheap water and conditions ex- 
tremely favorable to the production of extra’ 
quality alfalfa apparently make conditions 
right for dairying in the valley. With only 
a three-hour trip to Los Angeles, the Ante- 
lope Valley may well become the “milk bot- 
tle” to Los Angeles, enthusiastic advocates 
of the idea declare.’ Live-stock raising, 
using skim milk and alfalfa as feed, should 
prove a profitable side line to the dairy 
business of the valley, they say, and more 
development along these lines is looked for.

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CARE OF CHICKS FROM \ 


HENRY W. KRUCKESERG. 


“ Possibly no one thing occupies so many 
people with “chicken on the. brain” at 


this season of the year, as hatching 


eggs, day-old chicks and the rearing 


- of a robust lot of youngsters. To the be- 


ginner it is a period of anxiety and solici- 
tude, for upon the degree of success attained 


_ swith the growing stock largely rests the 


profitableness of teh season’s operat‘ons. To 
the onlooker it may appear simple and easy 
to grow a flock of youngsters, but to the ex- 
perienced it is fraught with some hazard 
and no little amount of care and labor. Since 
the demand for breeding stock is good in 
all divisions (hatching eggs, day-old chicks 
and breeders) a few suggestions and a brief 
reference to the practice of experienced 
breeders wil Inot only prove timely, but may 
be of assistance to beginners in poultry cul- 


~ ture. 


We will assume that hatching eggs have 


been secured from robust stock, of good 


laying strains. If purchased and coming 


Delights the heart of the incubator owner. 


from a journey of even a short distance, it 
is advisable to remove them immediately 
from the container and allow them to rest 
before placing under the sitting hen or in 
an incubator. A dark place with a tem- 
perature of about 60 deg. is ideal. Once 
“settled,” which is usually accomplished in 
twenty-four hours, they are ready for in- 
cubation. 

If to be hatched in the natural way, be 
sure your sitting hen is reliable and will at- 
tend strictly to business at the old stand. 
See to it that she has been well dusted with 
insect powder to remove as far as possible 
all evidence of lice. This should be done a 
week before placing her on the nest, and 
again when incubation is to commence. So 
experienced a breeder as J. V. McConnell, of 
the Martin-McConnell Poultry Farms, rec- 
ommends a good protected situation away 
from other fowls. Put the nest upon the 
ground when weather will permit. In a 
dry climate, and in the summer time, if the 
ground is well moistened it will help your 
hatch wonderfully; when the nest is not on 
the ground three or four inches of woist dirt 
in the bottom of teh nest will answer the 
same purpose. Use plenty of clean straw 
dusted with lice powder in the nest. 

It is best to move your sitting hens at 
night when changing to their permanent 
nest; this prevents their being nervous and 


_.. reduces the breaking of eggs. Put feed and 
water where thé hen can get access to it| *re=ce 


at any time. Don’t bother her the first two 
or three days, after this see that she is off 
the nest once or twice qa day. Watch that 
she does not sit too closely and smoother 
the eggs or stay off too long and chill them. 

Test the eggs by holding to a light on the 
fifth to ninth day; remove all dead germs 
and clear eggs. Test again on the fifteenth 
to eighteenth days, preferably after dark, 
disturbing the hen as little as possible. This 
will prevent the breaking of bad eggs. If 
an ege is accidentally broken in the nest, 
wash the remaining eggs in clear warm 
water about blood heat. - 


THE ARTIFICIAL WAY. 


The day-old-chick business has largely 
eliminated the incubator on smal) plants; 
nevertheless, the smal! machine is stil] more 
or less in use. As a general thing, it is the 
part of wisdom to faithfully follow the 
printed directions that come with each ma- 
chine—for certain it is thatthe maker will 
afford instructions that meet the require- 
ments of his machine in successful opera- 
tion. Local conditions of climate must also 
be considered. The machine should occupy 
a situation commanding a neven tempera- 
ture, where the danger of sudden changes is 
reduced below the danger line.

LETTING IN AIR, 

Most walnut growers know from observa- 
tion that trees will bear more heavily and 
bear larger and better nuts where they are 
proned and there is a good chance for free 
air circulation among the foliage and an op- 
portunity for the sunshine to penetrate 
fairly well through the trees. One reason 
why border trees bear heavier than those in 
the orchard is on account of the better cir 
culation of air and sunshine there possible. 
Where trees have developed into a maze of 
small branches, it would thvs seem a wise.

of onions. The retreating waters of this 
lake have left a deep deposit of silt. The 
results obtained on the ranch would seem 
almost incredible were they not well cor- 
roborated by the neighboring ranchers and 
the records and measurements kept by Mr. 
Watts. The latter for many years has been 
in the onion and vegetable business in the 
marketing @nd of the same. Recently he 
became convinced by the way prices were 
advancing that there was more opportunity 
in the producing end. Last season he and 
Mr. Middleton planted a tract of a little 
over eleven acres to onions, with a view 
to making a thorovgh try-out of the land as 
an onion producer. From these eleven 
acres was received over $9000 in cash or 
an average of over $818 per acre. 


The total output of the tract was more 
than ninety tons, for which the highest price 
received was $120 per ton and which aver- 
aged a price on the market of $100 per ton, 
or 5 cents a pound. 

As the planting was in the nature of an 
experiment, careful record was kept of the 
record of certain portions of the field where 
the yield was especially good.

OT only did the Duroe sale held at the 
Diamond Bar Ranch at Spadra, January 
28, set new Pacific Coast records for the 
individual and average price, but it marked 
xn epoch and broke new ground in the swine- 
breeding industry of the State.

CATTLE POISONING 
FROM WILD TOBACCO. 


Several inquiries have come to the Los 
Angeles County Farm Adviser’s office in re- 
gard to the poisonous qualities of the plant 
commonly called “wild tobacco,” or Nico- 
tiana glauca. This is an introduced plant, 
that has become common along streams and 
moist places in the county. a : 

Prof. F.-J. Smiley, of the Department of 
Rotany, University of Calffornia.has given . 
V. F. Blanchard, of the farm advisger’s office 
the following information on this plant: 
“The foliage and shoots of this common 
and widely distributed plant are distinctly 
Poisonous to stock. Just recently we had a 
letter from San Luis Obispo, together with 
afragment of this solanaeous plant for 
identification, stating that a farmer near 
that place had recently lost six head of 
stock, which had been on a pasture in which 
this plant was growing, and which was seen 
to be eaten by the cattle immediately be- 
fore becoming sick.”

ore plowing in field or orchard. 
There are great advantages, in fact, in plow- 
before the February and March rains. 
The land that is plowed deep now will be 
in shape to receive and conserve following 
rains, a large share of which will go to waste 
if they fall on unplowed ground. Plowed 
ground provides a deep, spongy reservoir 
for holding the rains. 

Deciduous fruit farmers who are wise are 
plowing and harrowing now to conserve the 
rains which have already fallen. Citrus 
orchardists are irrigating their cover crops 
and planning for the spring plowing. 

Piowing that forty for potatoes or discing 
the peach orchard before the expected rains 
will not be such a job, now that the tractor 
is available. The tractor was designed pri- 
marily for plowing and bigger and better 
crops on a larger acreage have been made 
possible since it arrived on the American 
farm. 


However, tractor plowing presents some 
problems that never ¢ome up with horse 
plowing. In order to do a high-class job of 
plowing as well as plow more acres per day, 
it is necessary to properly lay out the fleld 
so that the area at the ends and corners on 
which it will generally be necessary to use 
horses will be as“small as possible. 


TWO METHODS FOLLOWED. 


In general there are two methods of 
tractor plowing—that in which plows are 
elevated and no plowing is done at the 
ends, and that in which the plows are con- 
tinuously left in the ground. It has been 
found that in most cases the first plan is 
the best, but many farmers claim. that the 
latter system saves time and labor. 


‘Tractor drivers doing plowing are gener- 
ally anxious to keep down to a minimum 
the time spent in running and turning with 
the plows out of the ground. Running with 
the plows out of the ground reduces the 
number of acres plowed in a day, making 
the tractor less efficient. Tractors de- 
signed to turn very short are now on the 
market and with these the lands left un- 
plowed will be very small. 

The short, awkward turns are more or less

dead or back furrows will be considerably 
less. 


In’ plowing to the lift method 
the lands in the center of the field must be 
measured accurately, leaving an equal area 
on all sides of the field in which to turn the 
outfit, and which may be plowed after the 
center is plowed by running the tractor 
completely around the outside of the field. 
If one end of the field is unfenced the 
tractor and plows can be run out into the 
lane or road. 

The width of the headlands across the 
ends of the fields that are fenced will de- 
pend largely on the turning radius of the 
tractor but not more than 15 or 20 feet will 
be left with tractors that are easily handled. 
Plenty of room, however, should always be 
left in using this method and for this rea- 
son headlands 50 feet or more in width are 
preferable to narrower ones. ” 

Care should be taken to have the head- 
lands of the same width around the field to 
have the distance measured exactly when 
starting over new lands, and to get the first 
furrows as nearly straight as possible. The 
setting of guide stakes will pay ing saving 
of time at the finish. 


FOR MULTIPLE PLOWS. 
Tf the tractor pulls more than three plows 


make an effort to have the width of the 


headlands an exact multiplé of the total 
width of the plow, so that the last strip 


across the field will exactly cut the 


or finish it to the fence. This will obviate 
the necessity of making a trip across the 
field, probably over the plowed ground, to 
turn over a narrow strip which has been 
left unplowed. | 

When the system of leaving the plows in 
the ground continually is followed, the out- 
fit is started in the center of the field and 
for the first three or four rounds the plows 
are lifted at the ends of the furrows and 
then they are left in the ground when the 
turns are made. Following this the tractor 
and plews are driven around the field until 
the entire area has been plowed. If the field 
has been measured correctly, the last round 
will plow the land next to the fence on all 
sides.

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DEPTH OF PLOWING. 


The depth at which to plow varies greatly 
with the kind of soil, climate, crop grown 
and method of irrigation. It is a question 
solely of what kind of furrow is best for the 
preparation of the seedbed. When the 
tractor is used and plenty of power is avail- 


able, there will be a tendency to plow too|. 


dec. the first year the machine is used. 

It is not a good practice to deepen the 
plowing too much in any one year, accord- 
ing to Andrew Boss, vice-director of the 
Minnesota experiment station. It is bet- 
ter, he says, to deepen the plowing by one- 
half inch or one inch each year until a suffi- 
cient depth is reached. In this way the 
less mellow and less fertile soil from below

for a grain or corn crop. Deep furrows 
turned on edge or about three-quarters over, 
are usually considered best for pulverizing 
the soi'. When it is necessary to turn un- 
der a green manure or a tressing of coarse 


manure, deep plowing will help to incor- 


porate this material in the soil. 

Soil conditions largely determine the draft 
of plows. In ordinary “soft” Southern Call- 
fornia grain soi] the draft of one 14-inch 
plow, going to a depth of seven inches, 
rahges between 500 and 600 pounds. In soil 
of the heavier types this is sometimes dou- 
bled. On the average it will take about 600 
pounds of power to plow in the deciduous 
orchard and about 100 pounds more in the 
citrus orchard for each 14-inch plow. 

In this section of the country plowing is 
often over rolling country and over “bor- 
ders” where flood irrigation is practiced 
and therefore the tractor is called upon for 
more power when the grades are reached. 
The effect of grade on the draft of plows 
and implements is equal to 1 per cent. of 
the weight of the tractor and implement for 
every one foot rise in 100 feet. If the trac- 
tor weighs 3500 pounds and the weight of a 
two-bottom plow is 700 pounds, on a 10 per 
cent. grade there will be a loss of 425 pounds 
in the pull on the drawbar. 

One 14-inch plow, pulled by the tractor at 
the rate of two and one-fourth miles per hour, 
will plow .318 acres in one hour Some time, 
however, must be allowed for making the 
turns. In a field 80 rods long, about 6 per 
cent. of the time will be spent in turning at 
the ends. Two 14-inch plows proceeding at 
the rate of two and one-fourth miles per 
hour, it is estimated, will plow .597 acres 
in one hour. In a ten-hour day at a speed 
of two and one-eighth miles per hour, 6.3 
acres will be plowed. At two and one-half 
miles per hour, 6.63 acres in ten hours. A 
tractor pulling three 14-inch plows plowing 
at the rate of two and one-fourth miles per 
hour will turn over 8.9 acres in ten hours, 
and at two and one-half miles per hour, 9.9 
acres in the same period.
